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SUMMARY OF SUBSTANTIVE DIFFERENCES BETWEEN THE 
COMMITTEE PRINT AND H.R. 12603 AS REPORTED 


1. Property improvement loans.—H.R. 12603 (sec. 101) extended for 
2 years (until October 1, 1962) FHA’s title I home improvement and 
modernization insurance program, and increased from $1,750 million 
to $2,250 million the maximum amount of loans which may be out- 
standing under that program at any one time. The committee print 
extends the program for only 1 year (until October 1, 1961), and 
eliminates altogether the ceiling on the amount of such loans and 
other assistance which may be outstanding at any one time. Con- 
forms to Senate bill. 

2. Downpayments under the section 203 residential housing insurance 
program.—H.R. 12603 (sec. 102(b)) eliminated the 3-percent down- 
payment now required under the section 203 program on the first 
$13,500 of appraised value, and in addition provided that the down- 
payment include only 10 percent of the portion of appraised 
value between $13,500 and $20,000 and 25 percent of the amount 
above $20,000 instead of 10 percent of the amount between $13,500 
and $18,000 and 30 percent of the amount above $18,000 as in existing 
law. The committee print retains the present minimum 3-percent 
downpayment but makes it applicable to the first $15,000 instead of 
only the first $13,500; it is ‘dentical with H.R. 12603 with respect 
to the downpayment required on the portion of appraised value above 
$15,000. Similar changes are made in the sales housing provisions of 
the section 220 mortgage insurance program. No corresponding pro- 
vision in Senate bill. 

3. Encouragement of lower costs through improved design and tech- 
nology in housing construction—The committee print (sec. 106(b)) 
contains a provision (not found in H.R. 12603 but identical with 
sec. 102 of g' 3670) declaring it to be the policy of the Congress to 
encourage utilization of advanced design and technology in housing 
construction, and authorizing the FHA Commissioner to insure mort- 
gages secured by housing which is being used for testing advanced 
technology in housing design, materials, or construction in order to 
reduce housing costs. Insurance under this program would be with- 
out regard to the limitations generally applicable to mortgages of the 
type involved, and the maximum mortgage amount would be 95 
percent of replacement cost. The aggregate of mortgages which 
could be insured under the program in any one calendar year would 
be limited to $300,000. Conforms to Senate bill. 

4. FNMA’s regular special assistance program.—H.R. 12603 (sec. 
311(c)) increased by $75 million (from $950 mullion to $1,025 million) 
the maximum amount of purchases and commitments which may be 
outstanding at any one time pursuant to authorization of the Presi- 
dent under FNMA’s regular program of special assistance. Under the 
committee print the amount of this increase is $100 million. Senate 
bill provides increase of $150 million, as requested by administration.

5. FNMA’s special assistance fund for cooperative housing mort- 
gages. —H.R. 12603 (sec. 311(d)(1)) increased NMA’s special assist- 
ance fund for the purchase of FHA cooperative housing (sec. 213) 
mortgages by $10 million, to be available solely for the purchase of 
mortgages on consumer cooperatives. Under the committee print the 
amount of this increase is $15 million. Conforms to Senate bill. 

6. FHA Insurance for Site Preparation and Development.—H.R. 
12603 (title V) established a new 1-year program of FHA insurance 
of mortgages covering installations and improvements made by private 
developers to convert raw land into residential building sites. The 
committee print omits this provision which was not contained in 
Senate bill. 

7. Urban renewal grants —H.R. 12603 (sec. 701) increased by 
$450 million HHFA’s authorization to make capital grants under the 
urban renewal program. The committee print (sec. 601) limits this 
increase to $400 million. Senate bill authorizes increase of $350 
million. 

8. Low-rent public housing —The committee print (secs. 701 and 
702) contains provisions (not found in H.R. 12603 but identical with 
secs. 502(a) and 502(b) of S. 3670) relating to low-rent public housing. 
Section 701 authorizes PHA to enter into annual contributions con- 
tracts under the public housing program for an additional 25,000 
dwelling units. Section 702 permits PHA to pay additional annual 
contributions for elderly families in low-rent housing projects (up to 
$120 per year per family) when necessary to avoid a deficit in project 
operation (and directs PHA when requested to amend patetending 


annual contributions contracts accordingly). Conforms to Senate bill. 


9. Armed services housing.—H.R. 12603 (sec. 901) extended the 
Capehart housing program by 1 year (from October 1, 1961, to 
October 1, 1962), and increased the maximum interest rate permitted 
under that program from 4% to 54 percent. The committee print 
omits these provisions which were not included in Senate bill. 

10. Public works planning advances.—The committee print (sec. 
904) contains a provision (not found in H.R. 12603) which authorizes 
HHFA to Sacinal ths obligation of local public agencies to repay public 
works planning advances made to such agencies under the first 
community facilities program (enacted in 1944), where the projects 
involved have been dropped and will not be carried out. Under 
existing law these advances need not be repaid if the projects are not 
completed, but the contingent obligation to repay is still carried on 
the books. No corresponding provision in Senate bill. 

11. Farm housing.—The committee print (sec. 905) contains a 
provision (not found in H.R. 12603 but identical, except for the dura- 
tion of the extension, with sec. 506 of S. 3670) extending for 1 addi- 
tional perl (until June 30, 1962) the authority of the Secretary of 
Agriculture to make loans and contributions (from funds alread 
authorized) under the farm housing program. Conforms in principle 
to Senate bill.
